On Friday, loveatar 2J, 1963, CotcoUiwa Senkal »nd Tunwr rtported to 
work at PiOO m. We twre aappo—6 to work with Chief Loupklji end ride In 
his car to work the Preeident'e trip to Bellae. ¥• got »lth Oiief Iwipkln 
In the baeenent of the 01 ty Hall at approximate Ij 9fli5 *K. Chief UmifM.n 
had a n. S. Aimy Major with hija that wonild ride In the car with us. All 
foor of u» dro-»B to l.ar« Field in Chief Lumpkin' a car. The chief was driving. 
We drore to Ioto Field and to tf e area where 1*ie President wo\)ld arrive. 
A Seeret fervlee aan met us at Ijjve Field. He rode in Ci-lef Lumpkin' « car 
with u» out In front of the asotoroade. We stayed in this area nntll the 
^resident arrived at approxiniately lltW) AM. We were to be the pilot car 
in this notoreade, 4fter all the planes were on the ground, we drove to the 
outer state at the parklne lot near Cedar Sprlnps and awaited word fro» Chief 
Curry in his car when they were about to pull out in the motorcade. We were 
an (Siannel 2 and were talking car-to-oar as were all units involved in work- 
ing the aotorcade route. At apja-oxlmately llt^O AH, we received word from 
Chief Curry that they were ready to leave. We traveled the motorcade route 
and drove an>roxiir,ately 1 mlleeln front of the arotorcade. We kept track of 
the location and speed of the motorcade by radio contact with Olef Curry. 
We were cheeking for any obstnaetion, or cireusiatance, 1l»at wight lapede the 
■otorcade. The first ti™ I saw the motorcade was after it turned on Main 
"treet. I could s-.« the red lights on the vehicles in t*e sretorcade. ¥hon 
they turned on Main off Farwood, we ware at approxl uately Main and Oriffin. 
'•'hen we turned on Houston off Main, the motorcade was at ajprnximately J»ain 
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and UokTi. We ttarnsd on Bin ani ttaiu <mto tha 3ten«oa« Bcpraaaway. I do 
not racall notleinp anyone in tha wlndowa of tha faataa Sehool Book Bapoal- 
tory Building a« wa wwt it. We diwa on oot Stemeona and ware near 
Oak hmm lAm we heard on the PoHoe radio, "TaU Parkland to stand by". 
Then we heard Dallaa one, i*l* would be Shwiff Deekwr get ob tha radio 
and notify our diapetobar to notify all of hie parawmal to get over by the 
owrpass on tlw ftreet and seal off the area until inyeatlpators eould get 
thetw. SowKme Rot hack on the radio and said, "Sotlfy Parkland to atand 
hy, T tMnk he ha« heen hit,* We were on the aarrlee road of Stemsiona, 
near Oak Lawn wV>8n the Proaidenfc'e ear ea»N> by «» on the way to Parkland. 
V9 followed the ear to ''arkland and helped with the aituatien nntll they 
?ot then earriad into the hospital. I ne»er did go in the hosrltal. In 
a ooupla of "iniites CKef Lan-kln, Pet. Senkel, Mm ^raj Major, and I 
proeeeded to the locaUon of the offenee at Bin and Hooaton, arriirtng at 
approximately 12»* W. Chief Luatpkin adrlaed to aeardi a catooae of a 
freight oar tliatwaa partted Just hehimJ the l«ne Star School Book Deposi- 
tory Baildlng. 1 looked throu^i this oar, apparently Chief I,ui»T*in "nd 
Penkel had gone in the building. I went in tha flrat floor of the building . 
I talked Bbortly with a «r. 0. T. CaBpbeU, the aan in charge, and with 
H. P. Truly, warohousB superintendent, and with a Joe ffollna who worked 
there, were all of the t^inicn that tha shots oaiw from west of their 

building. Thoy said they heard 3 s^ots at approxlinately 10-socond Inter- 
rttle. Allen Sweat of the Sheriff's office emm vp and stated they had J«at 
sent a wltnesa <»»er to the Sheriff's office i*o sdf*t be able to • 
description of the fmapect. I went ow to the ■Sheriff's office, wV^ere they 
had sewral witnesses In the Pheriff's office, Capcty Ixm Lewis and 
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Ira TranthBn of t>» Burglsry «nd Th«n Bnres, DaUas Follcs Departeent, were 
lnterTl««ing the witnesses. Kr. Sorr«ls of the Secret Service was also talk- 
ing with these witnesses. Affidavits were taken fron theae witnesses by 
various secretaries and court reporters fron the County. I talked to the 
following Usted witnessesj Charles F. Brehn, w/«, 1619 Kings Highway, 
WH 2-6893. He did not see »u»peet, or toiov where shots cane froB, was with 
his kid standing on EIk, west of Houston, saw soraetiiing happen to the 
President. Also talked to Arnold Louis Rowland , w/m, and Bartara Walker 
Eowland, w/f, both of 3026 Hamierly. RsTe affidavits from them. Also inter- 
viewed Ronald H. Fischer, w/w/, liOOT PlaBlnp-o BrlTO, fesqwlte, BP 9-0950, and 
Robert f . KdwardB, w/m, S^th Hursery, Irving, fce have affldavitp free! 
then. On Monday, NoveBber ?<i, 1963, Detective I'otts and I took a aug shot 
of Oswald and showed it to witness Fischer. He states ho co«ld not ssy 
definitely, hnt the photo of Oswald looked like the man >e saw In the window 
leas than a «lnx>te before the President's ear arrived. T also interviewed at 
the Sheriff's office, John Arthur CHssi, e/«, and Karvin Faye Chism, c/f, of 
Ii502 Underwood. We have affidavits froa tho», also Jean Sowman w/f, 3931 
CloTOr lane, FL 2-lj222, have affidavit frou her, also Julia Ann Karcor, w/f, 
S200 Belaont, Apt. 208, we have affidavit from her. While at the Sheriff's 
office, I heard about officer J. D. Tirplt gettinp shot. Deputy Walthars 
told M some of the details. Sheriff Decker told we about then having 
Oswald arrested for shootlnp Tlpplt, and said Capt. Friti had notified him 
that the au«|>ect also worked at the Texas School Book Depository. I went 
over across the street to the building, huntlnir my partner. Detective Senkel. 
I went through the bulldinp and oowldn't find hi»i. tt. Kaninskl of the 
Special Service Bureau turned over a coat to me that had been turned in to 
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blti fey • iMmme Clark L« Rm. H« found thl« co«t en In*i«trl«l. Ae of thl» 
Wm, It hae no p«rt in tho oaso. It n« plaowS In «!• Proporty Roaii tgr m 
In Hr. 1« Roe' » nm» as foniu) preparty. 1 want ba* to tt-.a Sheriff s and 
eaUad lit. Kalla at oxv otflos. fa adviaad ne to cona to tho offlea. I 
oaui*t a rida to tha offlea with an aeddant InraaUgatw. tJpon arrlviiig 
at tha offlea, U. Bakar waa hmitinir a Jnatioa of tha Paaoa to get a aaar^ 
warrant. I told hi* of aoalnp Judge Bave Jt*naon at tha Sheriff » offlea. 
Ra aant m, alons with PeteotlTa H. M. Koore to ftat tha warrant and go to 
10?6 Hon* BacVlay whara Oawald had a rooii rented in another nana. I think 
«»e n<«a was 0. ». T,ee. We wwit to tfm Sheriff's office, where wa picked up 
Jndfa flaw Johnson and »«»! stent District »ttom^. Mil Alowmdar. JiidRO 
Johnson ga-»B lae the Search Warrant f???, which ha had made out. All four 
of US droTB to 1026 Worth Beekla^, arrlrlng at appraartnately hth'> to StOO m 
where we mt Detectives i^nkel and fotts and Lt. Coinlnghan. T>i«7 were 
already at «ie location. Se reeoTared «» foUewlng lleted proiTorty at this 
location on the warrant and brought it to the station, Boo» 317. Aioong the 
property raeovered vaa a City of Dallas nap that was narked at aeTaml loea- 
ticna, mume then being the corner of Elm and Houston, a leather gun holster, 
ntmarous letters with Lee Hartey Oswald's nms> on than, sarertl books, and 
peitphlets, and personal pepers. (See attaebed llat for oo«pl«te list) Later 
In the e-esnlng <h» Moroi^Br 28, 1963, I took an affidavit frraa Unnie Kae 
Handle, w/f/jO. She is tho sister of the bey Oswald rode to work witb and 
saw hl!« carry the packa?* and place it In the oar on Friday nomlnp, Moreieber 
??, 1«63. On or aboot Howabor ?3, 1963. T reoelwd infonnatlon by telephene 
froB an smknown caller who stated the Ceco«ber, 1963 iseoe of "Oons and ABwml 
tlon» has an exact plctora of the pan like foond at the scene, cms' lete with 
scope. States this ad states t^at a nail order house, Klein's Sporting Qoods, 
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net. li*''', ii'tmrnt Washington Strwrt, Chicago 6, lUinei*. TMl« inforontloi 
¥■« pasaad on to Cupt. "yiti, who ttatad he alraady had that information. 

On Sunday, "oTenJ sr 1963, T haard about the Incident in the City 
Kail haUBBent s'-ortly aftar noon. T oa«e on to the City Ball. 1 talked 
to Lt. Sraart ami I>t. Swain and helped them go tJiroufrh property they h«<p 
recovered from JaoV Ruhy' • car. Ve j»ade a complete list of this property 
i*lch has been tynad ap. Then Lt. Swain, Sentrel, and I placed it in the 
Property Rorao. On Svmday night, TJoTaober 2L, 1963, a Ray John of Channel 5 
Mews called this office atatlng that he had an anoayiaona phcme oall that 
■tated thay thought Oswald had the rifle sighted in on Thursday, ifovembar 21, 
1963, at a gun shor at 211 or 212 Indng Boule-nrd. We checked and found an 
Irving Sport Shop at 221 East Irrlng Bouleyard, 3-5309. * Woodrow Greener, 
BI, 2-81j92, owns thle ab<^ and has a awn nasied Dial t). Ryder, SOS'S Hanmrd, 
Irrtng, BL 3-liR76, working for hl». He states that he and Ryder haye talked 
about this and haro sem photos of Oswald and photos of the gun in the paper 
and neither can romeB^er doing any worV for thla man, or any work on this pun. 
Be win cheek his files for names and call back If ho finds anything. He 
states that another reason that i^oth of tYien think that thay newer worked on 
this pun 1» t>at in t"s irhotothe serews that hold the olaaip that holds the 
scope on the rifle look like they are on top of the gvn, and he thinks that 
neither of then ever saw a (mn with a scope mnnted with these screws on tap. 

On lioTember 28, 1963, I talked to Mr. Greener again. He states that they 
fa«ind a work tidtet back in tba rear of the shop. This tloket has no date on 
It, but the bast Wioy can figure out thla wwk probably ene In HoTember li 
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to "ove^er 8, 196). Thin ticket ha« the naiw OeneW on it and •DrtU and Tap", 
and Sora 'tithtltiir M..*. He atatea that aalftor ha nor Ryder om raaenbar 
the faea, or dolBR any work for this mn. from the ishoto of the gnn they still 
think that they dl* not trort on the ftmj howe-nr, he atatea that they idU he 
glad to look at the ri fie and sea If th^ can rocofnlae their work on It. The 
handwriting on the tl*et Is Kr. Ryder's. Ho atatea that Hiey niH cheek tNir 
o«8h register tapes and see if thajr cm deteraine afcont vhen the rifle was 
picked op and »*on it was paid for. 

«8lit««*ed Kr. Oreenar at his honas in regards to plcWnf vp the work 
tieket that had been written vp in the nam of Oaeald, Drill % ftp |b.50 ai^ 
Bore Sl|;htini!, fl.^O. Hr. Greener etatea that ha haa ordara trem a Mr. Rortcn 
of the F. B. I. to hold on to thla tl^st and not let It ont. This idcket waa 
written up in penell by Hr. Ryder who works for Hr. Oreener. TMe was Hon«i«y, 
iiovaeiber 2$, when Mr. Korton of the P. B. X. first eontaetad thaa. 

Thla phrase "drill imd tap" aa nssd by a gvn aelth aeans to drill a hole 
nd nAn$ a tap to rut threads in to attad) a aeope anont. Ihey charge 11. $ 
a hole to bore these holes, thla would aaean that the Boont on thla seepe would 
have three screws In It. The phraaa "bore slfrhts" aesns to attach a spud to 
the barrel of the rifle and then nainp a sl^st align tool ttiey will attaoh 
this spud to tMs tool and allpi the oroae hairs. Mr. Oreenm' states that 
sioat ■enntlnir far seones ha-ve to nas k serews, states there are only two or three, 
the "prinffleld OyUf and the British 303 that use 3 serews in the BeBnt. tie 
states that they do not sell the mnronltion ttiBt would fit the 6.? callbro Italian 
gnn. ^ is ftelnr to eheek his eaSh register tapes tomorrow and s«e if he can 
dstendne «hen aipprcai.nately Uila order waa pleked op by the 16. OO aervloe charge 
that would have been paid. Kr. Oresner'a h«w address is V01<; Rosebud Drive, 
Bt 2-81(92. 
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We tslked to «r. m«l D. Hydar, H«rTar<J, BL 3-I-876. He states that 

ha wrote the work ticket up with Oie naae Oswald on It. Ve showed hln a new 

waft *ot of Oswald, an<J he states that ho cannot identify the nan u the arm 

who left a ri fie with hln. H® i» goirwr to c*»ek and see If he can find out 

toaorrow wtiat day he did all of his business in pencil, as ho usually writes 

with a ran, hut does reambor one day in the past when he used a pencil, and 

this tap was written in pencil. States that he can check because he roaeisbers 

picking tip soma orders in Pallas on that day and will cheek t"-is out tcBiorrow. 

He states t^at he «111 be glad to look at the rifle and soe if he can ramorater 

working on it, but frora t*e photos he has seen of it, he does not think that be 

has worked on it. He thinks from the photos he has seen of it, the soopo

■ountlng «ily has 2 screws in It, and he/that he eharpod for 3 on this ticket. 
Also states that he thinks that he would romonber a cheap scope like this and 
wonld hsTO tried to sell the nan another one and would remoBber this. He 
statea that they do not sell awmnitlon that would fit a 6.=? calibre gun, but 
that he has found out that F. h. Green's does. 

On SwrsBber 1"63, we took a picture of Harvey lee Oswald, DPD #?lj018 
and shtsired It to witness Ronald Fischer, w/ir/3l:, li^n? Flanlnfto Way, Mosquite, 
Texas, BR 9-0950. His business address is County A-.)dltor's Office. An 
affidavit was taken from him at the Sheriff's office. He states the photo 
of Oswald looks like the man he saw at the window where the *ot8 were fired 
frraa. Stat€S he saw this man in the kindow a silnnte or less before the motor- 
cade •rrived. He could not say definitely this wa? the man, but said that it 
looked like the nan.
